“Bobs” Praises the C M. R. 


Ottawa, July Sth: The 
cable was received to-day 
Minto from Lord Roberts: 

“Pretgria, July 6th: I have much 
pleasure in bringing to your atten- 
tion the good work done by the ist and 
2nd battalions of Canadian Mounted 
Ri‘les, who have been repeatedly con- 
spieuous for their gallant conduct and 
soldierly instincts. During an at- 
tack by the Boers on Kat Boschi on 
June 22nd, a small party of Pincher 
Creek men of the 2nd _ hattalion dis- 
played the greatest gallantry and de- 
votion to duty, hoiding in check a 
force of Boers by whom they were cut- 
numbarad; Corporal Morden and 
Private Kerr continued fighiing til 
mortal'y wounded. Lance-Corporal 
Miles and Private Miles though 
wounded continued to fire and held 
their ground. On June 18th, a party 
of the ist battalion under Lieut. 
Younz when operating with a force 
under Gen. Hutton to the northwest 
of Pretoria succeeded in - capturing 
two of the enemy's guns and brought 
ina herd of cattle and several prison- 
era without losing a man. (Signed 
Roberts.) 

The dispatch was read in the house 
by Dr. Borden and was received with 
great applause. 

Strathconas in Action. 

London, July 8th: A dispatch from 
Viakfonjlun in the southern portion of 
the Transvaal, reports that some 
sections of Strathcona’s Horse, after 
seeing a convoy safely through Rus- 
taontein, defiled near Greylingstad and 
left 18 Strathconas watering their 
horses on this side of the defile. One 
hundred Boers were concealed in the 
long grass on a kopje and opened fire, 
Reinforcements hurried to the scene 
and the Strathcona’s: brought a Max- 
im into play and knocked several Boers 
o‘f their horses as they were retiring. 
The enemy decamped. 

A late special says that 34 of Strath- 
cona’s horse while under Lieut. Ander- 
son were attacked by 200 Bosrs east 
of Standerton on July 6. The British 
soon took possession of a kopje upon 
which they successfully withstood the 
attack of the enemy.

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Cc. P. R. EXEMPTION. 

On June 2ist, a debate occurred in 
the Commons on a motion of Mr. 
Richardson regarding the exemption 
from taxation of C. P. R. lands in the 
Northwest. The following 
tracts from the Hansard report of the 
speeches made during the debate : 

Mr. R. L. Richardson (Lisgar). The 


matter I nave to bring before the 
House this}afternoon is one of the very 


are ex- 


greatest interest to the peopie of 
Manitoba and the Northwest Terri- 
tories. I apprehend that before I 


conclude there will be the most com- 
plete unanimity with regard to the 
motion I have to offer. 1 entertain 
no doubt but that both sides of the 
House will heartily endorse the motion 
which I shall propose. While it is a 
motion geing into supply, neverthe- 
less it is one that ought certainly to be 
necepted by the government, and for 
thoit I have a precedent set by the jun- 
ior member for Halifax (Mr. Russell 
who moved, on guing into supply, with 
reference to the preferential tariffi 
and whose motion was accepted by the 
government. I believe i shall _ be 
able to satisfy the House that my mo 
tion id one that coxamends itsel? to the 
good sense of hon. gentlemen, and to 
the good semse vi the country. I shall 
read the motion, because it is well that 
each member should be seized of the 
principles contained in it, and so that 
they may be able to follow in detail 
the argument which I will be obliged 
to offer in order to establish my case, 
I ask hon. gentlemen to bear with me 
as patiently zs possible while i make 
my argument. i am not a lawyer; I 
bave had no Jegal training, and as the 
arguments which! are necessary may be 
to some extent of a legal natures I 
trust that the members will deal with 
me in that matter as kindly as pos- 
sible. The motion which I propose 
seconded by the hon. member for Al- 
berta (Mr. Oliver) is as follows: 

“That clause! 16 of the contract be- 
tween Her Majesty and the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company, ratified by 
the parliament of Canada on the fif- 
teenth day of February, one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-one, and 
set ovt in the schedule to chapter 1 
of the statutes of one thousand eight 
hundred and eight-one, 


provides as 


follows: “The Canadian Pacific Raii- 

way, and al! stations and_ station 
grounds, workshops, buildings, yards 
and other property, rollinz stock 


and appurtenances required and used 
for the construction and working 
thereof, and the capital stock of the 
company, shal! be for ever free from 


taxation by the Dominion, or by any 
provinee hereinafter established. or by 
any , municipal corporation therein: 
and the lands of the company. in the 
Northwest Territories, until they are 
either sold or occupied, shal! also be 
free from such taxation fo- twenty 
years after the grant therecf from the 
crown.” 

That ia answer to an interpellation 


in parliament on the 12th day of Feb- 
ruary, 1900, as to the date o° termina- 
tion of the said period of exemption; 
from taxation, it was stated on behalf 


of the government ihat: “This is a 
matter of legal opinion, which, if dis- 
puted, can! only be settled by a judicial 
decision,” 


That progress in the Norihwest is 
enormousiy handicapped by the  ex- 
emption from taxation of <6 vast a 
quantity of land as has. been set apart 
for the company, and would be serious- 
ly (paralysed shouid the tax exemption 
be indefinitely continued. 

That it appears from tha debates 
which occurred when the said contract 
was before parliament, and from the 
wording othe Act itself, that the ex- 
emption waslintended to cover a period 
of not more than tweniy years from 
the date of the passing of the said 
Act, and that it was so understood 
by the railway company, which, on the 
conclusion of the bargain, raised $25,- 
000,090 on the security of the said land 
grant. 

That for the foregoing reasons. in 
the opinion of this House, ihe period 
of exemption from taxation of the said 
land grant expires on the 15ih of Feb- 
ruary, 1901, and that all ench lands 
should be patented to the said railway 
company by that date, inasmuch as it 
is impossible to collect taxes from such 
lands untii they are patented.” 

Mr. Richardson read copious extracts 
from Hansard of 1880-1 showing that 
the intent of parliament in passing 
the C. P. R. charter was that the ex- 
amption should terminate in 20 years 
from the date of the passing of the 
charter. He also read from the re- 
ports of the C. P. R. showing that the 
company ciaimed and exercized owner- 
ship over their lands from the time 
the charter was granted, even to the 
extent of mortgaging them for $25,- 
600,900.

That stand I have always 
maintained in the newspaper which J 
control in the west, and in taking the 
view, I do at present, I am merely fol- 
lowing a consistent course.. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier. I listened to 
my hon. friend very carefully, and my 
deliberate opinion is that if the House 
is to come to a unanimous conclusion, 
it will be, not in favor of the motion 
which he has brought before the House, 
but against it.

Mr. Richardson. Why were not the 
letters patent issued long ago? 

The Pzime Minister. That is a 
thing which'I do not know.

all to do, that it was aquestion al- 
together for the courts to determine 
whethe: or aot his contention was 
right, or wrong. The hon. gentleman 
(Mr. Richardson) holds strongly to tha 
view thait the exemption from taxation 
must come to an end by the very terms 
of ths law upon the 16th February 
1901. If my hon, friend is convinced 
of his opinion, and if he believes he 
is right, that the exemption from taxa-

That is al] that the House-is asked to 
declare. iThe opinion is expressed that 
after a certain date in February of 
next year thé land will be taxable, but 
no action i sasked to be taken on that 
point. The action is asked to be taken 
on the patenting of the lands, so that 
if perchance they are taxable then the 
taxation may be levied. If the lands 
remain as they are to-day, and if it 
should be that the law would permit 
of them being taxable in February, 
1901 the taxes cannot be levied, if 
the lands have. not been patented, be- 
cause you cannot collect a tax unless 
the people own the land, and they do 
not own the land uniil they have got 
their patents. 

Mr. Powell. How many acres are 
yet unpatented ? ; 

Mr. Oliver. More than 15,000,000 
acres, I think, What we want is, that 
this parliament shall declare, and'that 
this government shall act, to put the 
land in such a position thet when 
and so soon as the law declares it shall 
be taxable, that it may be taxables 
We say, in our ignorance, if you like, 
as laymen, as men who do not under- 
tand the quicps and quibbles of the 
law; we say, that if that land was in 
the hands of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
Way, solid enough for them to mort-

the leader of the opposition (as shown 
by the pages of Hansard) were mis- 
taken too.

present: time. Supposing again, that 
the land is only taxable twenty years 
after it is patented by the crown, then 
all the more reason that this. resolwt- 
tion should be passed, so that in 
twenty years: from-now it may be tax- 
ed... Under. the interpietation. which 
the leader of the government favorg 
it is not taxable until twenty years 
after it has been patented, Then, I 
say it is all the mare reason that this 
resolution should be adopted and that 
the lands should be patented forth- 
with, so that if they are properly tax- 
able at: twenty years-from-this date it 
shall not’ be more ‘than twenty yearsi 
Then, if.it isnot taxable in- 1901, or 
if itiis not taxable wntil twenty years 
from its being earned, or if ii is not 
taxable for twenty. years from the 
granting of the patent, you’ may ask: 
Why pass this resolution’? Iwill tell 
you why it should be passed at once 
and why it should be acted upon at 
once. It is the system of the Cana- 
djan Pacific Railway not to sell their 
land outright, but to give an agree- 
ment ofsale. As-a'matter of fact, the 
lands which are stated to have been 
sold by the Canadian. Pacific Railway 
are not yet out of their: hands ‘to a 
large extent. The land, by an ar- 
rangement with the government, is 
listed with the Canadian Pacific and 
when a buyer wants a quarter section 
he makes a selection, the price is 
agreed upon, and he gets an agreement 
of sale. The payments extend over 
ten yeans,.and the patent is not issued 
until the last dollar is paid at the end 
of the tenth year. And; inasmuch as 
that land has not been transferred 
from the crown, taxes:are not collect- 
able upon it by processs of law. until 
that time. If the Canadian Pacifig 


Railway have sold 1,000,000 acres of: 


land, the chances are that the great- 
er part of that million aeres is still 
not. paying. taxes, although it has pass- 
ed properly out of their hands. It is: 
necessary that the land should be pat- 
ented to them in order that the land 
they sell will become taxable for school 
and ‘municipal purposes as soon as soid 
by them, as is distinctly provided by 
the act. The reasons that these lands 
are not actually sold is to avoid the 
possibility of back taxes being collect- 
ed from the railway company. Sup+ 
pose Mr. A. buys a quarter section, if 
the company sold that land outright 
to him, and he had taxey assessed 
against him, and ‘the land reverted to 
the company, then the taxes would re- 
vert as well if the patent had been 
jissued, But under this scheme of the 
patents not being issued, Mr. A. does 
not need to pay any taxes as longas 
he is on the land, and so if the land 
reverts to the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, there are no back. taxes against 
them. I say that in all fairness to

‘the people of the Northwest, we want 
you *to pass this resolution so that the 
government will know that the voice 
of the people is in favor of granting 
these patents, and so that this rank in- 
justice which prevails in all the set- 
tlements of the Northwest where land 
is being sold, shall at any. rate le stop- 


ped now. So much can be done at 
leajst. As to the urgency of this mat- 
ter, we hold, on the agthority ofl| the 
men who made this bargain, that the 
exemption expires in February next. 
We may be wrong, kut at any rate 
lthere is reasonable probability that it 
expires then, and if there is such a 
reasonable probability it is the bus- 
iness of this parliament and of this 
government to, put the land in such 
a position that if it should turn out 
that our contention is correct, taxes 
may be collected upen that land at 
that time. We do not ask you to de 
clare that it is taxable at any time; 
we ask you to give an opinion, hut 
we do not ask you to take any action 
on that apinion. There is no neces- 
sity for the leaders of both sides of 
this House to weep on each other's 
shoulders at. the danger of some injust- 
ice being done to the Canadian Pacific 
Railway in this matter of taxes, be- 
eause it is not an arguable question 
until next year. When next year 
comes, then it will be an arguable 
question and it will have to be fought 
out in this House from year to year. 
But, in the meanwhile, the Canadian 
Pacific Railway is perfectly safe 
They are in no danger if we resoluted 
until the cows come home. What we 
want-is to provide at the present time 
for a certain contingency which in 
the resolution we say may arise. That 
is reasonable and fair, and we are ask- 
ing nothing but plain justice in ask- 
ing that that action be taken. I want 
to say just a few words on another 
feature of this case. It seems to be 
a habit in this House, that when any 
question comes up which concerns the 
interests of the people the cry of cont 
fiscation or socialism is at once raised. 
If we demand the rights of the public, 
we are regarded as doing wrong to 
somebody else. We are here for the 
purpose of doing the best we can in 
fhe general interest, and we have 
heard time and time again, year in and 
year out, that the general interedt, of 
the country is to have the Northwest 
Heveloyed. I can tell this House that 
nothing has stood more against the 
development of the Northwest in the 
last fifteen or twenty years than this 
bargain ‘with the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company, and the restrictions 
and disadvantages put upon the set- 
tlers by virtue of it. have 
looked forward to relief from this bur- 
den at the end of twenty years; they 
have looked forward to it with confi- 
dence, because they never 


They 


supposed, 
and the country never supposed, that 
such a course would be taken as ‘to 
extend that exemption indefinitely, as 
appears to be tthe intention now. 
They fully expected that that relief 
would come some time next year; and 
because of that there has been. a feel: 
ing of confidence and hope for the 
Northwest and the country generally 
in the matter of settlement. But 
when you turn round and say to them, 
{he burden from which you have been 
suffering during these years is not 
only to be lifted from you, but those 
who should be your champions are 
champions in the other cause, | say you 
are taking the heari out of the people; 
you are doing more to keep back the 


settlement and development of the 
Northwest by intellizent and progres- 
sive people than you could do by any 
other means. It is a matter of fact. 
a matter of figures, that our Cana- 


dian-born citizens have been going to 
the United States for the last twenty 
or thirty years three to one as compar- 
ed with those who have gone to our 
own Northwest. Why is this? Do 
the United States offer better natara 
al inducements for settlements than 
the Northwest? They do not. But 
there has been fostered in the minds 
of the people of this country a feeling 
thet injustice is done to the settler 
of the west, that his interesi is a 
secondary interest, or worse, that it 
is the Canadian Pacific Railway first, 
last and all the time, and the settler 
comes ia nowhere. It is that feeling 
that has caused our peop!e to go to 
the United States instead of to the 
Northwest; aad I an. sorry to think 
that means are not taken at the earl- 
iest possible moment to remove that 
impression—to say that diffi- 
culties which, for good reason or bad 
reason, have existed there so long, 
shall cease at the earliest possible mo- 
ment—shall cease exactly when their 
time isup. Give that idea throughout 
the west, and threughout this coun- 
try generally, and then you may ex- 
pect to see development. Then you 
may expect to see our sons, our broth. 
ers, our preple settling on these plains, 
and giving you a civilization such as 
or better than you have here. You 
will not then need to go to Russiajor 
to Galicia to bring people who certain- 
ly degrade our civijization and are a 
detriment to the settlement of our 
country. If we need to bring those 
pecple—and we do not need to bring 
them—it is because we have not made 
the conditions cf that country such as 
the people of cur own country re- 
quire. It is berause we have not done 
the best we could for th> people of 
our own country. And when the +ime 
has come that the people have waited 
for to be relieved of this incubus, they 
are told not only that the time isnot 
up, but that it is‘extended not mere- 
ly for twenty years more, but fos- 
Bibly for twenty times twenty years. 
In this you are doing the greatest 
injury you can to the progress and 
development of the Northwest, as 
well as to this country, whose success 


these 


the success and development of that. 


is no question that the immunity from 
taxation which the lands of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway have so long en- 
joyed in the west and are now enjoy- 


settlers in- that country. As this 
question has been fully discussed ‘this 
afternoon, I do not think it necessary 
for me to take up the time of the 


There is no question, however, that 
every effort should be made by the 
government to put those lands in such 
a position that they can be taxed at 
as early a date as possible. Had. the 
resolution not contained a clause dis- 
tinctly specifying the 16th.of February 
1901, as being the date on which the 
immunity from taxation. would cease, 
I would have had a very great deal of 
pleasure in supporting it. But I 
feel vecy much, especially after the 
lucid explanation of the leader of the 
government, that any one jsupport- 
ing the resolution as it now -stands 
be guilty of self-stultification to 
some extent. I would suggest to the 
hon. member for Lisgar, if he can 
obtain the assent of the House to do 
so, that he should eliminate that por- 
tion of his resolution.: If that were 
done, the rest, I am sure, would meei 
with the approval of the majority of 
the members of this House. Being, 
like the hon. member for Lisgar, not 
much, of a lawyer, 1 do not intend to 
weary the House with legal argu- 
ments, which, coming from one _ of 
my standing, would have no great 
value; but I would simply say that 
whether or not the date of the land 
becoming liable to taxation is in 
February, 1901, or not, in my opinion 
the grant from the crown is at’ the 
date of the issue of the patent. If 
that is the case, there is no reason 
why the patent should not issue et as 
early a date as possible. If the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Company are en- 
titled to these lands, I cannot see why 
they shou!d not be compelled to take 
their patents now, Or as soon as pos- 
sible, mnd I think there can be no ex- 
cuse for delay in issuing them. For 
these reasons, I regret to say’ that 
with the clause in the resolution to 
which I have referred, I feel unable to 
support it, I have full sympathy with 
the object at which it aims. 

Mr. A. W. Puttee (Winnigeg). The 
motion before the House, Mr. Speaker, 
has certainly had a very harsh recep- 
tion, and it does not appear to me 
to have been fairly or frankly treat- 
ed. I have not been in any way con- 
vineed by the arguinents made by the 
leaders on both sides that theirs is a 
right view of the case which we ought 
to accept. Of course, I concur heartily 
in the proposition that this parliament 
would not think on any corsideration 
of placing an interpretation on itsown 
acts. We have no intention of going 
back on the British principle of leaving 
the interpretation of all acts to the 
courts; but, if this is a matter for re- 
ference to the courts, it should be re- 
ferred to them without further delay. 
The exemption clause as regards the 
land reads as follows: 


“The lands of the company in the 
Northwest Territories, until they are 
either sold or occupied shall also be 
free from taxation for twenty years 
after the grant thereof by the crown.” 


There are three grounds o? dispute. 
Does that twenty years mean twenty 
years from the passing of the act, or 
twenty years after the completion of 
certain sections of the road or the 
whole work, or twenty years after the 
patents for the land are issued? If 
the last is right, then the Canadian 
Pacific Railway has an exempticn in: 
perpetuity, because that company does 
not take out patents and need not do 
so until it sells the land; and when 
it does sell the land and the land passes 
to the purchaser, the purchaser _ be- 
comes liable for the taxes. In my 
opinion, there is no doubt that such an 
exemption was not in the minds of 
those who made the contract and is 
not in the act. Then, does the twenty 
years mean from the completion of the 
work? There is less to support this 
ground thaniany other. The act seems 
to me to state that the twenty years 
should count! from the date of its pass- 
age, and that on the passage of the 
act these lands became immediately 
available for the use of the company, 
and to all intents and purposes, the 
grant was.then made to the company. 
At all events, it is a matter of con- 
tract, and there are two parties tothe 
contract—the people of Canada and 
the Canadian Pacific Railway—and 
this parliament should look after the 
rights of the people. 

The right hon. the leader of the 
House took the position that the party 
in opposition in 1881 did not succeed in 
having their views prevail, and that 
ihe act now in force was passed and be- 


came the law of the land. That is the 
case, but I cannot find—and I have 


read through the debates of that per- 
iod, asd well as the aet itself—that eith- 
er the oppasition or the government 
were of the opinion that this act gave 
the Canadian Pacific Railway exemp- 
tion from taxation in perpetuity on 
those lands. I do not think that any 
question was raised on that rpoint at 
all, and I do not find that the How. 
Edward Blake claims that this mon- 
strosity was perpetual. He said: 
“They bave {perpetual exemption 
from taxation of their enormous prop- 
erty, a most monstrous provision, in 
my opinion. Why! this monstrosity 
is not to last merely twenty yearg, 
which is to he the period of bondage

\V. C. Gibbs, who with ais brother, 
|| Edmontoa twe months ago for 
Nome, sends the Builetin the 
folowiag letter from Dutch Harbor, 
\laska. on June 11th: 


“We arrived here, at Dutch Harbor, 
or the 11th, and found neariy all ihe 
ships that had started for Nome ly- 
ing at anchor. They have been going 
cut two or three a day since we caine, 
and there are still a number hero, as 
they have to wait their turn at the 
ccilipg docks. We expect to start for 
Nome on or about the 18th. Have 800 
miles to go yet. 


“The steamship Garone 
last night after getting within 180 
bniles of Nome. They remained eight 
days ‘in the ice before making up their 
minds it was impossible tc get thro- 
neh. It is reperted tbat the Oregon 
and Cleveland sre fast in the ice and 
that the Cleveland is flying a flag of 
distress. The s. s. St. Anna had a jire 
for three days in her baggage depirt- 
ment, incurring about $15,000 damage. 

“The latest report from Nome is that 
a new strike has been made at Gullivar 
Bay, about 75 miles sonth of Nome 
and that the stampede has almost left 
Nome deserted. (what amount of truth 
is in it I cannot say). There is quite 
a stir in Dutch Harbor at present, but 
it will soon be over, and you can imaz 
ine what kind of a sight there will 
be on the beach at Nome, as the vessels 
are all going to get in about the, same 
t@me. As nearly as I can lezrn there 
are about 20,000 people on their way 
to Nome, that includes men, women 
and childreni”

A CANADIAN AT VET RIVER. 

Private David MacKibbon, of the 
Canadian Mounted Rifles, who was one 
of the dozen Canadians to swim the 
Vet river with Lieuts Turner and Bor- 
den in the fare of the enemy and was 
also a witness of the results of one 
of the outrages committed by the 
Boers through the aid of a flag of 
truce, writing to a Toronto friend says 
ths attack on the enemy at Vet river 
was the hottest fighi of the campaign. 
He writes: ‘We had risen before day- 
light. I missed “A” squadron, through 
being sent a mile back to hasten the 
fillimz of the water carts.

We joined 
hands. The river was not wide. We 
had not reached the middle before 
some were forced to swim. One man 


went down, and lost his gun. At 
length we all reached the opposite 
bank without having attracted the 


enemy’s attention. A party of Seots 
Greys and Inniskiiling Dragoons, who 
were scouting, approached a farm 
house flying the white flag. Ali uncon- 


scious of treachery they rode care- 
lessly towards the house. Within a 
couple of hundred yards, twe pom- 


pon guns opened fire from a cornfield 
on their left and a heavy rifle fire 
was poured into them from the house. 
The poor fellows were almost annihi- 


lated.”

The premier announced on Friday. 


that the end of the session would prob- 
ably be reached in, about two weeks. 
This iimit may be exceeded as there 
is yet a good deal of work to da, but 
as everyone is anxious to get away it 
is likely not to nun very much beyond 


that time. 
A vote was taken on Friday on a 


motion by Mr. Clancy to take 5 per 
cent off the excise duty on native 
grown tobacco. The preamble. of the 
resolution set forth that the conditio 
of the revenues was such as to admit 
of this reduction of the duty, which 
would be an advantage to the Cana- 


dian growers of tobacco. The govern- 
ment opposed the motion on {the 
ground that home grown tobacco a]- 
ready had a considerable advantage 
over the imported article under the 
tariff and that it was not advisyble to 
make further changes. Mr. Clancy’s 
motion was defeated on a party vote. 

On Friday the announcement was 
also made of the appointment of Sir 
Henri Joly as lieutenant-governor of 

3ritish Columbia, and of Mr. M. E. 
Bernier, M. P. for St. Hyacinthe, min- 
ister of Inland revenue. Sir Henri has 
the best wishes of everyone in parlia- 
ment in his new position, but his most 
hopeful friends can scarcely expect 
that his reign on the coast will be 
peaceful although geographically it is 
the Pacific Coast. 

The new minister of inland révenue 
is a member of parliament of long 
stunding and is classified as an anti- 
Tarte liberal. His elevation to the 
cabinet is-considered generally to in- 
dicate a weakening of the influence 
of the minister of public works. What 
the result will be when Mr. Tarte re- 
turns from Paris is a matter of int 
terested conjecture. 

The bill to incorporate a company 
to build a portage railway from To- 
ronto te Collingwood, which had a very 
stormy passage through the railway 
committee,came to grief in the senate 
having been thrown out by that aug- 
ust body. ‘The bill was promoted chief- 
ly by Mr. Campbell, member for Kent, 
but a mill owner in West To:onto 
Junction, which is situated in the 
constituency of West York: Mr. Camp+ 
bell is a candidate for West York jn 
the liberal interest and his friends, 
the enemy, both in the Commons and 

the Senaite seemed to feel that the 
feccessful passage of the bill would 
add to his prestige in an uncomfort- 
able degree and therefore it was neces- 
sary to defeat it by hook or crook. Af- 
ter exhausting every endeavor again- 
st. the bill in the railway committee 
and the House without avail the 
attempt was made to practically de- 
feat it by the introduction of a bill 
for a parallel and rival scheme. This 
was sat upon in the railway commit- 
tee of the Commons while Mr. Camp- 
beli’s bill was before the Senate and 
so in order to answer the same purpose 
as the passage of the rival bill, the 
Senate threw out Mr. Campbell’s bill. 
The strongest advocate of the Senate 
carnot ;lace this action of that body 
on other than purely partisan grounds. 

The annoyncement of the death of 
Col. Tyrwhitt. M. P. for South Simcoa, 
was made to the House on Monday and 
his desk was decorated with a floral 
wreath. The deceased had been ail- 
ing for some three sessions past to 
such an extent as to prevent his fuil 
attendance to his parliamentary dut- 
ies. Personally and politically he was 
very highly respected. He was one of 
the anti-remedial conservatives who 
figured in the first session of °96. 

The country had another taste of 
the power of the railway companies im 
the railway committee on Friday, in 
the discussion of Mr. Casey’s bill for 
the drainage of land across railway 
property. This is a question of great 
importance throughout Ontario where 
railway lines are more numerous and 
embankments are higher than in the 
west! Much of {the country was 
swampy in its earlier condition, but 
by reason of settlement the conditions 
have changed and the change is helped 
by drainage. In -many cases, it is 
found thait where a railway ran origin- 
ally through an unoccupied swamp on 
a solid embankment, when it became 
necessary to drain the swamp it was 
necessary to pierce the embankment 
forthe drain. It seems that in the pres- 
ent condition of the law it is difficult 
to get authority to continue a drain 
through a railway embankment and 
in any case it has to be done at the 
cost of the land owner. Mr. Casey in 
his bill attempted to provide a means 
of arbitration between the railway and 
the land owner whereby the drainage 
would be assured without seriously 
great expenditure and the cost ap- 
portioned according to ihe merits of 
the case. The bill was opposed by the 
C. P. R. and the G. T. RB. The minis- 
ter of railways while admitting the 
necessity of some méans of forcing 
drainage across railway properéy did 
not agree with Mr. Oesey’s proposi- 
tion for arbitration and favored re-

{taining the authority in the hands of 


the railway committee of the privy 
Pouncil. This of course means expense 
and delay, which, again, whatever the 
nature of the legislation granted, 
means protection for the railway com- 
pany against the farmers requiring 
drainage across its property. 

On Monday the government resolu- 
tion increasing the tax on Chinese; 
from #50 to $100 per head was agreed 
to without any amendment being pro- 
posed from either side of the House, 
the British Columbia members all fav- 
ored the increase,their only objection 
being that it was not greater. There 
was a considerable debate on the reso- 
lution but it seemed to be chiefly to 
throw blame on the other side, for 
inaction’ Puttee, of (Winnipeg, de- 
clared for a $500 tax. 

When the resolution had been 
agreed. to the bill was introduced and 
a further debate teok place in which 
the eastern members seemed to gen- 
erally oppose Chinese exclasion while 
British Columbia members favored the 
exclusion of both Japanese and Chin- 
ese. Mr. Morrison, membpr for New 
Westminster, proposed an amendment 
in line with the exclusion act of Natal 
which required all emigrants to be 
able to write out a form of application 
in some European language before be- 
ing allowed to enter the country. This 
would practically exclude both Jap- 
anese and Chinese. Mr. Morrison’s 
proposition was negatived, During 
the discussion the premier saidi that 
Japanese government had decided not 
to allow more than 18 immigrants tc 
leave for Canada in any one month and 
5 to the United States. A clause was 
added to the bill limiting the number 
who would be allowed to land to the 
number allowed to leave .itheir own 
country by their home government{ 

The militia estimates were taken up 
in the afternoon. The work was pre- 
faced by an elaborate statement by 
the minister of militia giving a his- 
tory of the work of his department 
and a statement of the policy to be 
pursued. He announced himself in 
favor of more rifle practice and inti- 
mated that larger quantities of am- 
munition would be furnished. He 
also favored an increase in the mount- 
ed infantry. To begin with the regu- 
lar cavalry in the west would be 
changed to mounted infantry and the 
regular infantry detachment there 
would also be mounted. The nuclei of 
one regiment of volunteer mounted in- 
fantry would also be established in 
the west., 

Morming sessions were begun on 
Monday. This will bring the close of 
the session, as committee work cannot 
be attended to when the House sits 
three \times a day.
